A Labor Congress to Be H«lil in 


Chicago if the Strike Is Sot Set- 


tled In Three Weeks. 


ST. Loins, August SI. — The confer- 


ence of labor leaders, which haa beea in 
eeeeioii hero two days, finiahed ita work 
thia evening. The mealing was pro- 
ductive of several sensational Hpeechea 
and many resolutions, yet no decisive 
action was taken iu the principal matter 
for which the gathering was summoned, 
the abolishment of government by in- 
jauct.on. 


Delegates to the convention were alow 


in assembling thiq moraiuu, tba reeolu- 
tiona committee not being ready to re- 
port, although continuoiiflly in pension 
ainco 8 o'clock yesterday afternoon. 


At 10 o'clock, however, the committee 


filed into the -ball and the report waa 
read. As Boon aa it was hefore tha con- 
vention a 'dozen clasHna clamored for 
recognition. 
The debate waa liiially 


limited to five' niinntee. 


The time waa subsequently oxtencled 


to ten minutes, nnd aftur a prolonged 
debate and the offering of many amend- 
ments to tho platform, the convention 
adjourned until 2 o'clock. 


The delegates were easer for work 


and tho afternoon eeeaion was eat in 
motion promptlv at 2 o'clock. 
After 


cjnsuierablt) talk Mr, Williams of St. 
Louis endeavored to have the coming 
convention provided for in thu platform 
held in St. Loiiia. It waa decided that 
the matter ouonld remain as intended 
in the platform, and the labor cougraaa 
wilt be held- in Chicago on Monday, 
Sentember27th. 


Mr. Webster of St. Louie wanted to 


know if theee "milk and water reaolu- 
tions disposed of the pertinent matUr 
of 
government by injunction." He 


wanted congress to investigate this 
matter. 
"Why,"' Bald Mr. Sovereign, "tine 


convention has rejected a proposition 
looking to tbia very end. Even if con- 
gress did give ua' the rights we want, 
the courta of the country wonld etill 
have the power of injunction, and they 
could then throttle us.

Either coming or 
going ono should travel 
over 
the 


"Shasta Route," because nowhere in 
America, for the same dietance, ia there 
a more thoroughly delishtf a-l and beau- 
tiful railroad trip. Those who have not 
aeeu Mount Shasta might well take tbe 
trip for that eight alone. It stands at 
the bead of tbe beautiful Sacramento 
river—an absolute 
monarch, undis- 


turbed and coldly serene amidst repub- 
lican institutions. 


Then tbero ia tho pride of Oregon, 


Mount Hood, and of Washington, Mount 
Ranier, the erstwhile Mount Tacoma, 
but the reputed volcano has subsided 
from the mountain, the boom from the 
city at the head of the sound, and the 
new name ie well nigh effaced from the 
old mountain. 


Seattle is Quito a wonder to itEclf and 


more BO to other folks. Its biiainees por- 
tion, solid and massive nod of fine 
architectural 
effect, is doubtless a 


nourco of pride, if not income, to ita 
citizens and awakes in a arranger won- 
der and surprise, being smaller bnt more 
massive and haiideome than the San 


o. The reai- 
.. scattered far 


and wide over bills and valleys, and 
amidst borkun, burned and scattered 
pines and fire whose solitude should 
bave remained longnndieturbed, baa lit- 
tle to lecommend it to the artistic eye, 
blighted, as it Kenerelly is, by tbe 
execrable taste of the raw aristocracy oi 
the boom laboring under the double mis- 
fortune and disadvantage of riches 
awlftly acquired and soon goue. 


Victoria, thoagh also on the Sound, is 


the antipode of Seattle. There in Vic- 
toria one aees tbe Englishman as at 
home, wnere ivy slowly climbs over 
walla fast mouldering and growing old, 
a little section of the old world, and its 
aomber colors transplanted,therefrom to 
and npon the very western borders of 
the new.

of alavery on a vineyard comes from 
Madera. a'nd it appears to ba (banded 
on fact. Learning that the attention of 
the authoritiea had been called to the 
case, the person who kept tha child in 
bondage epirited her away to Fresno 
and hired h°r out in the country, think' 
inn that the otlicern could not fiud her 
there. Laat night a BEPDBLICAX re- 
porter located her, however, at the home 
of E. D. Merriam, southeast of town. 


Tha Chronicl* yesterday contained the 


following diHpatch from Madera cou- 
cornice the case: 


About four years ayo there came to 


this country from Hock Ferry, KQR.«ult 
a Mr. and Mrs. Edward A. Stubba. 
With them waa a little girl, daughter of 
one of their English neighbor*), named 
Emma Uavi?. Ttie Stubbaea purchased of 
Colonel E. H. Oos oueof tha lineal vine- 
yarda in the county, which they named 
Cheshire vineyard. It is situated about 
two mileB from MaJera. 


SinCb the Tubbsea toot possession of 


thia property little Emn.a Davis has 
beau 
practically euaUved. She has; 


scarcely been allowed to RO oil the 
promisee, aud baa been compelled to 
work in the vineyard by the aide of men 
hired from off the public highways. She 
haa never seen tho inside of a echool 
house, neither has she received educa- 
tion of any kind other than hoeing in the 
Cheshire vineyard. 
Her parents in distant England htive 


endeavored to communicate with her. 
No word have they received from her, 
and ic is presumed that the girl has not 
been allowed to reply. Some time ago 
tho Britiah consul interested hiineeu m 
the matter at the request of the Marquis 
ol Salisbury, and Uiw sheriff o! the 
couuiy was appealed to with inatruc- 
tiona io interview the girl and ascertain 
if Hhe desired to return to England. 


The Stubbaes hail already, m response 


to ft letter from the Britiah consul, re- 
fused tu surrender the custody of the 
girl. Today the sheriff, Bcoojapftnied by 
the district attorney, went to the home 
of Stubbs ior tho purpose of takiufc Jim- 
ma Davis Rod forwarding her to can 
Francisco, to be from there returned to 
her Englioh home. 


Neither Mrs. Stubbs nor the «irl wag 


there. StubbB naid tbat the girl waa in 
Fresno, but would not, even under 
threats from the sheriff, disclose her 
whereabouts, bnt pleaded iRUorauce aa 
to that important fast. Stubba was very 
much excited when questioned by the 
otficora. It waa eubaequently learned on 
what is considered good authority that 
Mrs. Stubbs took the girl to Fresno, 
found employment for her at an employ- 
ment office, and that she ia now work- 
ing for an aged couple 
somewhere 


around Frepno. 


Emma Bavin ia now abonfc 15 years of 


ago, and ia eaid to be ordinarily bright 
for one having no better advantages 
than those Recorded her by the Siu^bflea. 
The eheriff is now determined upon 
finding her and returning her to her 
home if she deairee to go.

Tnere ie delay, aanoyance and danger 


at auy of the principal crossing* during 
thetrasyseaion, wnen cropa are being 
marketed, and tbie can only be reme- 
died by the building cf a bridge nearly 
or quite tbe full width of the- etreet and 
of sufficient length to cover all tbe pres- 
ent and prospective tracks of the rail- 
road. 


It is estimated that aucli a bridge can 


be substantially bailt of iron and wood 
at a cast of fifteen to twenty thousand 
dollars, Recording to dimensions and 
character of material used. The cost 
ehould not stand in the way, nor should 
is be borne alone by the city. The 
Southern Pacific Company ia equally in- 
terested and ehouid baar a fair share of 
the cast. If tha bridge were bnilt on 
Tii'are street, where it would hnat sub- 
eervp public convenience, the buainesn 
of the company in moving ita trains 
and handling its cara would ba greatly 
facilitated. 
It should pay, and pay 


liberally for these advantages. 


Public convenience and public eafety 


demaud the bridgingof the Southern Pa- 
csne tracka.and thereis uo reaaon why the 
necessity should be longer ignored.

The local aveut of tbe Southern Pacific 


Company expreesei the opinion in an in- 
terview that there IB no necessity for a 
bridge over tbe tracks of that road npoti 
any street in tbia city. The igeut ia en- 
titled to hit opinion, but it is not un- 
reasonable to auppoee that he is some- 
what biased in his conclusion by the 
auggMtion that the corporation Bhonld 
pay & fair share of the cost of construct- 
ing euch a bridge.

COAL TARIFF AND REVENUE. 


The free trade contemporary has a 


hard time in dealing with the simplest 
tariff proposition. It even professes not 
to understand why a lower duty pro- 
duces leas revenue than a higher duty. 
Referring to the statement of this paper 
that the consumers of coal in California 
got no benefit from the reduction in duty 
made by the Wilson 
bill, there 


being no reduction in the price of coal, 
and that tbe only result was the loss of 
badly needed revenue, that paper says: 


So? Then if the duty of 40 cents a ton 


on coal under the Wilson bill loat us 
"badly needed revenue," how is an in- 
creased duty of 27 cents a ten to increase 
the revenue? If 10 cents kept out coal, 
67 cents will surely keep out raoro. 


The suggestion that the reduction of 


duty to 40 cents kept out foreign coal ia, 
as a matter of course, ridiculous. But 
even if more foreign coal came ia under 
the reduced duty there was not enough 
of it to make up the difference in the 
duty, and the loss oi revenue was in- 
evitable. Tho 40 cent dutj did not pro- 
duce as much revenue aa a 60 cent duty, 
and it was not to be expected that it 
would. It should not be difficult for 
any one to understand that a redaction 
of one-third the duty on any article will 
result in a reduction of revenue unless 
the importation of the foreign article is 
iacreased by one-third. 


And the fact remains undisputed and 


indisputable, that the consumers of 
California received no benefit from the 
reduction in duty on coal made by the 


in bill. There waa no correspond- 


ing reduction in the price of coal.and they 
were losers to the extent that the rev- 
enue was reduced oy the lower duty. 


TnE corporation of Brown University, 


whose action compelled Professor E. 
Benjamin Andrews to resign the presi- 
dency of that alleged institution of 
learning because of his views in favor 
of the free coinage of silver, now aiks 
that gentleman to withdraw hia resigna- 
tion.

HepolutioDfi innumerable having 
tnis object in view have been intro- 
duced iu both houses of congress, but 
they have failed of adoption. The only 
aid the Cubans have received from thia 
government has been of a paesive kind 
—that ia, it baa occasionally looked the 
other way when filibustering expedi- 
tions sailed from these shores for Cuba. 
In view of this it ia taking too much for 
granted to assert that the mere declina- 
tion by Spain of our offer to mediate 
between her and her rebellious subjects 
will result in forcible intervention on 
the part of the United States. 


It is true that Americans doing busi- 


ness on tho islands or conducting euter- 


s tbero have suffered severe IOEECB, 


that our commerce with Cuba has ex- 
perienced a preat falling off, that ccca- 


tnally nn American citizen has been 


ill used; but Ppfiin will undoubtedly in- 
demnify thoEB whoee interests have 
Buffered and has so far shown herself 
willing to make reparation where wrong 
haa bean douo to our citizens. As for 
her accepting our mediation, there is no 
obligation resting upon her to do that; 
in fact, tbe United States being an in- 
terested and prejudiced power it would 
bfitokcn a disregard of her own interests 
for Spain to close with such an offer, 
All these things are thorouchly under- 
stood at "Washington. 


That ths majority of the people of this 


country are heartily in sympathy with 
the struggling Cubans cannot be ques- 
tioned, and this sympathy ia not mis- 
placed. Whatever the faults of the 
Cubans, though their mode of warfare 
is not one whit more civilized than that 
of their opponents, they have been 
grievously oppressed, and every true 
American hopes they will emerge from 
tho cruel conteat ag victora. The patri- 
ots have received financial aid from the 
people of thia country and Americans 
have even entered their ranks to fight the 
snamy, but individuals may sometimes 
do what governments mast abstain 
from. Spain is after all a friendly 
power, and this government cannot 
diary^ard international courtesies and 
laws 
without 
subjecting 
itself 
to 


tbe suspicion and 
ill will of other 


powers with which we enjoy ami- 
cable relations. While tbe recognition 
by the United States of the belligerency 
of trie Cubans would undoubtedly be 
distasteful to tbe Spanish government, 
we should be within our rights in taking 
auch a course; but for ua to intervene 
whether Spain will accept such action 
or not, would be equivalent to a declara- 
tion of war.

TH.E COLLECTOR FOUND GUILTY 


OF EMBEZZLEMENT. 


It Took the Jury a Very Short Time 


to Arrive at a 


Verdict. 


It took a jury about tbree minutes to 


find William 0. Wolf guilty of embez- 
zlement in Judge Webb's court yester- 
day afternoon. 
The trial was com- 


menced at 9.30 o'clock in the morning, 
and it was finished shortly after 4 
o'clock. The prosecution was conducted 
by District Attorney Snow and F. E. 
Cook, defended. 


The first difficulty encountered in the 


trial waa the fact that the defendant had 
no attorney. 
Shortly after hia arrest 


Wolf made arrangements with Lewis 
H. Smith to defend him, but alter in- 


John S, Dore, vica president of the 


Farmers Olub, and one of the raisin 
growers who has given much time to in- 
vestigating crop and market condi- 
tions, was seen yesterday by a reporter 
of the REPUBLICAN and his opinion waa 
asked in regard to she statement of W. 
M. Griffin that no offers can be obtained 
for raisins from eaatern buyers on R 
basis of 3>£ cents in the aweat-hox. 


"The explanation of that ia simple 


enough," said Mr. Dore. "Tbe eastern 
buyers have been deceived by the out- 
rageously falso statements circulated by 
many of ths packers regarding the pres- 
ent crop. They were led to believe that 
the crop would be a heavy one, and tbat 
tho packers would be able to give them 
raisina at very low prices. 


"They are evidently nnt yet aatiafietl 


that the packers have deceived them, 
and are awaiting developments. 


"The eastern buyers will soon realize 
that the growers have been telling the 
truth, tbat the. packers cannot deliver 
tbe cheap goods, and our raisins will be 
sold without difficulty. 
"The packers themselves are to blame 


for the hesitancy manifested by eastern 
buyers. Not a few of them have con- 
tracted raieiuH to them at less prices 
thau thay can be had from the grower, 
but the "situation ia bound to become 
clear within a short while. 


"1 think the packers have learned 


something to their advantage, and will 
not be found Belling short another sea- 
son."

The first witness on tho stand yeater- 


day morning was Robert Ferret, to 
whom the defendant made a statement 
iu Jake K loo mi ngd ale's cigar store in 
the latter part of March to the effect 
that he bad accompanied Lew Spivey 
out to the Coaby place to burn the 
buildings. Judge Harris sought to im- 
peach the character of the witness and 
Forrel admitted that he gambled eome- 
tiines. tie waa a farm laborer. He 
had never bean promised anything by 
Coon Orutcher for testifying in tha case. 


Thia closed the case for ths prosecu- 


tion, and Judge Harris then made the 
opening statement of the 
defeneo. 


Briefly, he stated that it would be 
proveu that Jones never made tiny state- 
ments implicating himself and Bpivey, 
to the various witnesses who had testi- 
fied in behalf of the people. An alibi 
would aleo be proven, whereby it would 
be shown that the case of the prosecu- 
tion \voutd not hold. 


The first witness called for the de- 


fense was W. A. Spivey, father of Lew 
Spivey, who is accused with Jones of the 
aame cnarga of arson. The father testi- 
fied that on the nigbt of March 6th. 
when the fire occurred, his son, Lew, 
was at home from dusk till after S 
o'clock. The witness then sent him to 
town after some whisky for a sick child 
in the house, and Lew returned home 
beiore 10 o'clock witn thp liquor. Shortly 
after that he went to bed, and tbe wit- 
ness having occasion to go to the bed- 
room saw hia son there asleep about 
midnight, Mr. Spivey at that time did 
not know the defendant Jones. 


Deputy Diatrict Attorney Jones moved 


to strike out the testimony of Mr. 
Spivey on the ground that It did not 
bear upon the caao of tho defendant, 
being only in reference to Law Spivey. 
Judge Webb held that if it should be 
proven that the statements of the de- 
fendant Jonea to tho effect that he and 
Spivey had committed the crime were 
false, then the defendant could not be 
found guilty on that evidence, as he 
could not be convicted on false state- 
ments although made by himself. 


At the opening of the afternoon ses- 


sion Andrew Cbrieteneen, who lives 
about two miles from the Coaby place, 
testified that he saw the fira which do- 
Dtroyed tho buildings. 


Walter Dodge was the next witness. 


Ho waa at the Spivey home on the even- 
ing of March 6th and he came down 
town shortly after 8 o'clock in company 
with Lew Spivey, They returned home 
about 9 o'clock. Juat before they started 
home the witness aaw the defendant 
Jones at JJegen'e corner. 


Dodga awore positively that Spivey 


waa at the houee all night. The witneae 
fixed tho date by the circumstance that 
a soqial which be had intended to attend 
was uiven at DeWitt hall that evening. 
The night was very rainy, which fact 
waa impressed upon hia mind because 
he had forgotten hia nmbrella. 


The witness bad been keeping com- 


pany with Mies Spivey for some time, 
and aho was one of tbo sick, persons in 
the household that night. He consid- 
ered it hia duty, he said, to go to the 
iiouee and attend the patient, having no 
fear of the measles, with which she wag 
afflicted, because he had had tbem> Tbo 
night of March 6th he remained till 3 
Or 4 o'clock in tbe morning, and waa 
lure that Lew Spivey was in the house 
all that time. 


John D. Spivey, a brother of Lew 


Spivey, testified that to him tbe defend- 
ant had denied ever making any state- 
ments in which he said he and Lew 
Spivey had gone out to tho Cosby place 
and burned the buildings. This was in 
the jail, and Deputy Sheriff Timmins 
waa present. The witness was aleo home 
on the night of March ljtb,andswcr 
that hie brother waa home all that night. 


T. A. Bell, a resident of Freano for 


twenty-two years and formerly county 
recorder, was acquainted with the de- 
fendant, Owen Holmes and W. A. 
Cosby, and was the agent who insured 
the buildings that wero destroyed. 


"I will aak you if yon authorized 


Spivey or Jones or any one else to burn 
those buildings?" queried Judge Harris 
of Mr. Hell. 


Attorney Jones objected on the ground 


that the matter was no issue in the trial 
of the defendant, aud Jndge Webb sus- 
tained him, as the testimony would not 
controvert the fact that Spivey made 
such a statement. 


Owen Holraea, notary public and cra- 


veyancer, was asked the same question, 
aleo if he had offered Spivey ?100 to do 
the job. The objection to the question 
was sustained. 


Lew Spivey waa then placed on the 


stand. He testified that last winter he 
rented the forty-acre ranch from Coaby. 
On the night of March 6th he was at the 
home of his parents on Jensen avenue, 
eoralng down town early ia the evening 
with Walter Dodge. 


"Did you go out to the Coaby place on 


Saturday night with Walter Jones or 
anyone else?" asked Judge Harris. 


The witness said ho did not. He 


never told Jonea that he was going to 
burn the house or that Owen Holmes 
had promised him $100 to do so. 


The defendant, Walter Jones, then 


went on the stand in his own bebalf. 
He denied having had anything to do 
with the fire, and swore positively that 
he had never told anyone that he bad 
participated ia the commission of the 
crime. 


Tbe defense then announced the close 


of their case, and conrt was adjourned

FROM MADEKA. 


He Will Take Her to San Francisco 


to Be Sent to Her Home 


in En eland. 


Sheriff Sain Westfail came down from 


Madera yesterday morning when he 
eaw in the REPUBLICAN that one of its 
reporters had located the girl, Emms 
Pavle, who had been subjected to a life 
of slavery on a vineyard in that county 
and who had beon epirited away to 
i'resno when her adopted mother, Mrs. 
atubbs. learned that the authorities 
were investigating tbe case. The aheriff 
proceeded at once to the home of IFr. 
and Mrs. K. D. llerriain, wbere the 
child had been hired out by Mrs. Stubbs, 
and saw the girl for whom be had been 
looking for eeverul days. Today he will 
take her to hie home at Madera, and in 
a few daja will torn her over to the 
British consul at San Francisco and 
other Englieh people in that city who 
are interesting themselves in her cage. 
These people will aend tho girl back to 
her parents ia England. 


When Mr. Weetfail eaw her yeBterday 


she expressed tbe desire LO go to her 
mother, althongh she stated that she 
waa very well eatiaSed ia tbe homo of 
Mr. and Mrs. Merrlam. Rut aa the girl 
prefere to return to England and her 
parents want lierlo cgme, tbi ehenff 
dsemeu it best to take her to Sail Fran* 
cisco and place her in charge of the 
British antborities in that city. 


"I couldn't take the jjirl today," said 


Sheriff Weatfall yesterday when Been 
by a REPUBLICAN reporter. "She hasn't 
decent clothes to wear, and I don't pro- 
pose to take her to San Francisco and 
not have her lookaomewhat respectable.

A few days ago thia ramar^able young 
iiwinal appeared at Harris* saloon. 
,3ut five uiiloa above Academy, and 


purchased aome U»iaor. He took a drink 
of whieky, and besides bought a tlask. 
which he placed in hid pocket. Regan 
was aloue at the time, coming to tho 
place on horseback. He Bpoke a few 
worda pleasantly with the proprietor of 
the pines and deputed ua quietly aa ne 
hud We. 
The outlaw evidently did 


not tUuik that tho saloon man knew 
who he Wrte. He i:ame in from the hilla 
to the west and returned in the same di- 


Tlie other place where the fugitive 


from juatiL-e appeared wag ai Widow 
Waito'a p'ace ou Pine Kidge, about four 
milea above Toll House, lie -Plopped 
tberw one morning and obtained break- 
laat. At ibis time hb aleo waa alone, 
and bad very little to pay. He Beemed 
to think tbat no oae recognized him and 
was careful not to reveal hia iUeutity. 
Tho people at the house were very mucii 
(ri-htenedvcbiUjKeiirtT) wai there and 
their faiira wero nut allayed entirely 
after be wns i;onp. For tao fact tbat the 
notorious oulaw WHS in the couctry was 
autlicient io cause tbom tnnch worry. 


These visits of Reg*" hflve become 
generally known through, tbe foothills 
and mountains, and evtry-body is on tbe 
lookout. Probably tbs most alarmed 
are Jos?ph House and A. \V. Pctrea, 
wborunrivftiataKBliaea^'11 tuia Clty 
to tbe Kid KB on tbe road wnich imsaes 
batb tbe Barria and Waits place?. They 
have stopped carrying money oo tbeir 
stages becftcee of tho presence of tbe 
dangerous outlaw, and they would not 
bo surprised to have a hold-up any day. 


Tho two lines carried considerable 


money for employes at the mills, who 
aent their cbecka for wagea down to 
Fresno to have them cashed and bad the 
money broncht back on the stages. Aa 
much as $500 or $600 waa often taken up 
at one time. TUB stage owners have 
Uarontiaued this buemesa, with the 
jtatement to the mill employes tbat theii 
moaey will bo brought up only if they 
will not bold the fltane-ownors responsi- j 
ble should a stage be robbed. 


Mr. House baa ceased takinc money 


ip ou both bis Pine Ridge and Millwood 
lines. 
It is reported that Regan crossed over 


from Madera county with three other 
men, two half-breed Indians and a Mex- 
ican, who constitute tbe gang of which 
he ifl leader. It is supposed that they 
have established & camp eomewhere in 
the mountains, and that Regan is recpn- 
noitering to lay plane for committing 
lome dapred&tione. 


The outlaw probably thinks that peo- 


ple wbo are going up to the new mining 
field have money with them, aod that 
the heavy travel will give him a good 
opportunity for making a haul. He 
may aleo be expecting miners down with 
their clean-ups. In fact it would not be 
at all unlike this daring outlaw to make 
a snoop with hia gang down upon some 
mining cam p. 


Cliff Regan has been classed as an 


outlaw for a number of years past. He 
was raised in Auberry valley in this 
county, and knows every trail and nook 
in tbe mountains of Hfcdera, Fresno and 
Tulare counties. To catch him there is 
a difficult proposition. The pnonle aro 
all afraid of him and they dare do noth- 
ing that might displeasa him. _ 


Some years ago Regan participated in 


the robbery of a Chinese store in Ma- 
dera county, together with two other 
men named Green and Larson. Tbo 
outlaw waa caught soma time afterwards 
by a half-bred named John Murphy, 
employed to take up tbe chaae. Murphy 
and Regan had a pitched battle and the 
outlaw surrendered. 


By turning state's evidence Regan 


succeeded in getting off with a light aen- 
encB. After be had served it he re- 
amed to the Madera mountains, where 
ie haa been stealing horaea and cattle 
off and on with impunity ever aince. 
About a year aeo he ran off a herd of 
joraea from Madera county and crossed 
;he summit to Mono county, where he 
sold them.

Tne followinR were selected as a jury

Waeher and John Harry. 


In Ma opening address to tha jury Mr 


Jones stated in substance that the pros 
ecutiou expected to Bhow that tha de- 
fendant participated in the burnlnc " 
four buildinaa—ft dwelling, barn, R«.- 
ary and chicken shed—on W. A. Gas- 
by'fl place west of this city on the uiRht 
of March 6th laat. It would be proven 
that the defendant and Lew Spivsy 
drove from this city to the raucb, and 
that they *et the fires. 


The firat witness was Deputy Consta- 


ble S. S. Oratcher, who worked np the 
cast) apainst the defendant and Spivey 
and arrested them. Ho testified that 
he bad known both James and Spivey 
about tbraa years. The place where 
the buildings were burned ia abont nine 
miles toutheaet OB Fresno. 


Mr. Oratcher made an examination of 


the premises in May when ha first took 
up the investigation ol the case. After 
he had arrested .Tonta the witness bad a 
conversation with the defendant in the 
jail, in which the prisoner made a con- 
fession. Orntcher had offered no in- 
ducement to him to confeae, the Btate- 
ment being made voluntarily. 


The wttneBB went to the jail on June 


3d a«d had tbft talk with the prisoner. 
CruLcher told him not to make a con- 
fession unless be himself chose to do EO. 
Then Jones asksd the deputy constable 
to adviae him what was beat to do. 
Crutcher told him. he was an officer and 
could not advise. Tbe defendant then 
proceeded to make his statement. He 
said he and Spivey started from this city 
mbout 9 o'clock in tbe evening, Spivey 
inviting him to t»ke a tide. After they 
had driven ont a distance in tbe country 
Spivey told him he was going to tbe 
Cosby plica to bum the buildings there. 


Jones stated that Spivey had slid that 


Owen Holmes had sent him oat to de- 
stroy the building, and that Holmea 
irould keep them out ot trouble, Bpivey 
firat" got out 61 the baggy and began 
HtarttoR firea in the various structure, 
and then the defendant alighted and 
went to where Spivey was. 
When Orntcher took Jones down to 


Justice St. John's court to be arraigned 
tho prisoner again made & confession, to 
the witness. 
While OQ a visit to the ranch premises 


Mr. Oratcher .made an examination and 
found some tracks, -which, of course were 
very indistinct, &nd no evidence could 
be gathered from. them. 
Jadee Harris began * spirited cross' 
examination of Oratcher, and they first 
disagreed because the attorney wanted 
to call tbe witness a detective, and 
Crutcher insisted that he waa only per- 
forming his duties as an officer when be 
worked up the case against the defend- 
ants. Judge Harris insisted on Raving 
the witness' business waa that of a de- 
tective, but declared, after being dis- 
puted, that they wouldn't have a row 
on this point. 
When Judge Harris asked the deputy 


constable how much reward he was to 
receive in tbe event of a conviction of 
Jones and Spivey, Crutcher replied that 
there was a standing reward of $300 in 
all each cases. If they were not found 
guilty the witoeas said ha would not re- 
ceive a cent.

'Ihe chemical constituents of tbo ink 
which is introduced by tho pen into the 
wonnd arcnotcapabln of producing sep- 
ticrcmia, but microscopical examina- 
tion proves (bat tho ill (jO'cts am due 
to the liability of ink to contain patho- 
genic bacteria. Dr. Alarpmaim of Leip- 
sic has recently published tho icsulfs of 
tho microscopical examination of G7 
samples of itik used in schools. Most of 
them wero made with gall nuts and 
contained saprophytes, bacteria anil mi- 
crococci. j^sigrosiu ink taken from it 
freshly opened bottle was found to con- 
tain both saprophytes and bacteria. Red 
und bluo ink also yielded numerous 
bacteria. In two instr.ncea Dr. Marp- 
maun succeeded iu cultivating from 
uigrosia iuk a bacillus which proved 
fatal to mice within four days. This 
ink had stood in an open bottle for 
three months, and tho inference to be 
drawn from tho inquiry is that ink 
used in schools should always be kept 
covered when not in use.—London Lan- 
cet 


Tedloox Work or Old Bookmakers. 
During tho twelfth and thirteenth 


centuries monks freqneurty isolated 
themselves from tho world and repro- 
duced tho Bibla in illuminated manu- 
script Tho work was necessarily slow 
and in no instance was it accomplished 
iu less than 35 years. Gnido de Jars 
•was a producer of thcso illuminated 
manuscripts, and a beautiful specimen 
of his "work was sold along vpith the 
books of Sir W. Burrcll in 1790. This 
copy of tho Bible .had occupied half a 
century in its production. A note in tho 
Beginning of tho manuscript in Jars' 
handwriting indicates that he began Lis 
task in 1244 and did not conclude it till 
1394.
